throughout the world as the sym­ 
bol of war sacrifice. 
Each poppy made means one 
cent earned by some needy dis­ 
abled veteran for the support of! 
his family or to aid him when he 
attem pts to re-establish himself 
in the world. Three hundred 
flowers a day is the limit usually 
placed on the workers to pre­ 
vent them from overtaxing their 
strength, but three dollars a day 
is a God-send to men who have 
earned nothing for months and 
years. Approximately 10,>000,000 
of the poppies have been made 
this year and about $100,000 has 
been paid by the Auxiliary into 
the empty pockets of the disabled 
men. 
With the exception of the one 
cent paid to the veteran worker 
for each poyy he makes and the 
small 
cost ' of 
the 
materials 
used, every cent received for the 
poppy sold here is used in Rush­ 
ville and Rush County to aid dis­ 
abled veterans and their families 
or the families of dead veterans, 
it was pointed out.

A HOPE TO END WAR 
In reminding the Indiana World Peace Com­ 
mittee th at modern warfare means defeat for all 
of its participants, Undersecretary of State Wil­ 
liam R. Castle put his finger on the one hard, 
m aterial fact th at holds out real hope for those 
who believe in an enduring world peace. 
The secretary, making his speech at Indianap­ 
olis, expressed himself thus: 
“Certainly the nations are beginning more 
clearly to realize th at war today means defeat 
for all participants. It means defeat because it 
means sooner or later a world-wide economic de­ 
pression such as we have at the present time. 
During war there is a tremendous stim ulation of 
industry, a stimulation which raises production 
far beyond normal consumption, and the read­ 
justm ent is a long and very painful process—as 
many of us know too well.” 
As a m atter of fact, this simple and im portant 
fact was presented to the world more than a 
century ago. An accident of invention kept peo­ 
ple from recognizing its truth. 
The end of the Napoleonic wars found France 
badly beaten and England victorious. Yet to all 
outward appearances England was a beaten na­ 


tion. She had rolled up a national debt of un­ 
precedented size. Her taxation was almost un­ 
bearable. Commerce and industry were crippled. 
The great fleet was supreme on the seas, but the 
treasury th a t supported the fleet was empty. 
The parallel between England’s condition then 
and in 1918 is instructive. England’s quick re­ 
covery from the Napoleonic wars was due chief­ 
ly to the rise of the factory. Steam power was a 
new thing in the world. By trebling productive 
powers and making huge new m arkets available, 
it made it possible for Britain to liquidate her 
terrific war debt and go on to a greater pros­ 
perity than she had ever dreamed of before. 
Since 1918 no such new factor has appeared. 
England, again victorious in a frightfully expen­ 
sive war. is being forced to adm it the truth of 
Mr. Castle’s rem ark —th a t there can be no vic­ 
tory in modern warfare. Yet the same lesson 
would have been learned a century ago if it had 
not been for the steam engine and the great 
British coal fields. 
The instructive truth was hidden then. To­ 
day it cannot be ignored. In th a t fact there 
lies more hope for world peace th an in all the 
high-sounding treaties and international agree­ 
m ents ever projected.

One Thousand Paper Replicas of 


Wild European Poppy Re- 


ceived Here by Local 


Auxiliary. 


MOST OF MONEY TO 


REMAIN AT HOME 


Work of preparing for the an- 


nual poppy sale of the American 
Legion Auxiliary went into full 
swing today when the memorial 
poppies which will be worn on 
Poppy Day, May 23, in honor of 
the World War dead, were, re- 
ceived at Auxiliary headquarters 
here. One thousand of the little 
red flowers, packed in neat boxes, 
came from a veteran's hospital 
in 
Minneapolis 
Minnesota, 


where they were made by dis- 
abled veterans under Auxiliary 
direction. They must be counted 
and arranged for distribution to 
the volunteer workers who will 
offer them on the streets on Pop- 
py Day. -...,,- 
• 
The poppies are paper replicas 


of the wild European poppies 
which bloomed on the battle 
fields in France and Belgium 
during the World War, explained 
workers at Auxiliary headquart- 
ers. It was this flower, growing 
between the' rows of wooden 
crosses above fresh battle graves, 
which inspired the famous poem. 
In Flanders fields," by Col. John 


McCrae. Since the war the flow- 
er 
has 
become 
recognized 


throughout the world as the sym- 
bol of war sacrifice. 


Each poppy made means one 


cent earned by some'needy dis- 
abled veteran for the support of 
his family or to aid him when he 
attempts to re-establish himself 
in the world. Three hundred 
flowers a day is the limit usually 
placed on the workers to pre- 
vent them from overtaxing then- 
strength, but three dollars a day 
is a God-send to men who have 
earned nothing for months and 
years. Approximately 10,000,000 
of the poppies have been made 
this year and about $100,000 has 
been paid by the Auxiliary into 
the empty pockets of the disabled 
men. 


With the exception of the one 


cent paid to the veteran worker 
for each poyy he makes and the 
small cost of the 
materials 


used, every ceilt received for the 
poppy sold here is used in Rush- 
ville and Rush County to aid dis- 
abled veterans and their families 
or the families of dead veterans, 
it was pointed out.

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A HOPE TO END WAR 


In reminding the Indiana World Peace Com- 


mittee that modern warfare means defeat for all 
of its participants, Undersecretary of State Wil- 
liam B. Castle put his finger on the one hard, 
material fact that holds out real hope for those 
who believe in an enduring world peace. 


The secretary, making his speech at Indianap- 


olis, expressed himself thus: 


"Certainly the nations are beginning more 


clearly to realize that war today means defeat 
for all participants. It means defeat because it 
means sooner or later a world-wide economic de- 
'pression such as we have at the present time. 
During war there is a tremendous stimulation of 
industry, a stimulation which raises production 
far beyond normal consumption, and the read- 
justment is a long and very painful process—as 
many of us know too well." 


As a matter of fact, this simple and important 


fact was presented to the world more than a 
century ago. An accident of invention'kept peo- 
ple from recognizing its truth. 


The end of the Napoleonic wars found France 


badly beaten and England victorious. Yet to all 
outward appearances England was a beaten na- 


tion. She had rolled up a national.debt of un- 
precedented size. Her taxation-was almost un- 
bearable. Commerce and industry were crippled. 
The great fleet was supreme on the seas, but the 
treasury that supported the fleet was empty. 


The parallel between England's condition then 


arid in 1918 is instructive. England's quick re- 
covery from the Napoleonic wars was due chief- 
ly to the rise of the" factory. Steam power was a 
new thing in the world. By trebling productive 
powers and making huge new markets available, 
it made it possible for Britain to liquidate her 
terrific war debt aiid go on to a greater pros- 
perity than she had ever dreamed of before. 


Since 1918 no such new factor has appeared. 


England, again victorious in a frightfully expen- 
sive war, is being forced to admit the truth of 
Mr. Castle's remark—that there can be no vic- 
tory in modern warfare. Yet the same lesson 
would have been learned a century ago if it had 
not been for the Steam engine and the great 
British coal fields. 


The instructive truth was hidden then. To- 


day it cannot be jgriOred. In that fact there 
lies more hope for'world peace than in all the 
high-sounding treaties and international agree- 
ments ever projected.
